German emissaries are to meet the Allied military command at five o'clock this afternoon on the Western front relative to an armistice, but it is still uncertain whether
such will be signed. Germany knows the Allied terms; there can be no parleying over them.

The majority two years ago for Sheriff was 1082; the Sheriff’s majority
this year was 1163. The total vote cast for Sheriff two years ago was 2139; this year only 1867 votes
were cast. And so it is seen that though a smaller vote was cast this year than usual, yet the majority

was larger.

All ten Democratic
Congressmen were elected. The Legislature is more Democratic than ever. The 1917 Legislature
had 100 Democrats in the House and 41 in the Senate. This year the strength will be 101, and 43.
